| F REEMASONRY. 
The banquet at the Mansion House on Monday to the Prince of Wales, tho 
Duke of Connaught, and the leading spirits of English Freemasonry, was of a 
very exceptional character. By a dispensation obtained in due form, the brethren 
wore full masonic regalia, and seldom has there been a more glittering scene 


_ within the walls of the Egyptian Hall. Without doubt, the principles of Free- 


masonry are becoming highly popular throughout England, and Englishmen 
who, as a rule, fight very shy of secret societies, make an exception in favour of 
Freemasonry which the uninitiated believe to bé tolerant and moral, and never 
guilty of lending itself to political agitation ard religious persecution. Tho 
charities which English Freemasons support in such princely fashion, are stand- 


Ing testimonies in their favour, whilst the eecresy which surrounds their 


conclaves and Icdges, is irresistibly attractive to the curious. Mystery begets 
fanaticism, and the ‘moderns, equally with the anciente, have their paes-words, 
signs, and symbols, which the initiated alone can interpret aright. Masonry is 
so tolerant of everything except a narrow clericalism, and is co ubiquitous that 
it nosgesges apecial cttractions for Jewa. It hae retained its pre-eminence 
over all other secret societies, because its foundations have been as wide 
as the spiritual realm extends.’ From _ its 
purely local, national or racial, everything that tends to contract human syin- 
pathies has been eliminated. The Order has thus involuntarily become the 
refuge of minorities struggling for progress and human fraternization. Its only 
real opponent is a narrow clericalism which is intolerant of everything outside 
of its narrow self. Where clericaliem has been able to persecute Masonry it has

' dene so, and in bygone centuries this spirit of persecution drew the Jews 


towards Ma onry by an invisible but powerful cord of sympathy. There was a 
natural combination against a commén foe. In its resistance against tyranny, 
Masonry became the natural ally of the Jew who was the born champion of 
spiritual freedom, and together they have stroggled, often succesfully, against 
religious fanaticism and racial antipathy. There was also the fact that the 
Ritual and the signs and symbols used by the Craft were borrowed from the 
Old Testament, and these sacred aseociations lalno doubt their influence in 
drawing Jews towards Freemasonry. We are, speaking, of course, of Masonry 
proper, and excluding certain fanciful Rosicrucian and similar degrees which 
are alien from its spirit, although sometimes associated with it. In London 


there are now no less than five so-called “Jewish ’ Lodges, and there ara 


other similar Lodges in Birmingham, Liverpool, and Manchester.

THE CITY OF LONDON SCHOOL 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 3 
Siz,—With reference to the observation in your leading article of the 15th 
inst. to the effect that “at the new City of London School provision is to be 
made by Dr. Abbott for instraction in Hebrew,” may I be allowed to remark 


on indisputable authority that “the information is groundless ; at present 


there is no prospect for any arrangements being made for instructionin Hebrew 
as but little room can be made for it amid the multitude of conflicting studies.”

Mr. E. M, Leon consented to act as Honorary 
Secretary during Mr. Samue!s's absence. 

The PresipENt announced that Sirf{Moses Montefiore had sent £96 for distri- 
bution to ninety-six per-ons on the anniversary of his birthday on the 13th inst, A 
list of the recipients had been sent to Sir Moses.

HANLEY.—.—At the Hanley Town Council meeting on Tuesday, the burial board 
committee reported that Messrs. Solomon and Alexander, representing the Jewish 
congregation at Hanley, had waited upon them and asked if the Corporation could 
see its way to setting apart a piece of land forthe parpose of interments according to 
Jewish rites, aud to provide a separate entrance thereto, and also to allow the sume 
to be fenced. It appeared, however, that the Corporation had no power to fence any 
part of the cemetery; and the Committee had resolved that in case the Jewish 
community could see its way to abandon the request for a special entrance aud 
fencing, the Committee would be willing to set apart a plot of land for 
interments according to the Hebrew usages. Considerable discussion ensued on the 
Committees Report. Thore in favour of the adoption of the Committee's Report 
pointed out the great expense of conveying the dead to Birmingham and Manchester, 
as was now done. The Nonconformists had got what they wanted by the passing of 
the Burials Bill, and it would be unfair that the Jews should not have what they 
asked. It was ultimately decided to adopt the Report of the Committee in its 
entirety. 


THE JEWISH SETTLEMENT IN ENGLAND.—The Athenvum understands that 
doubts having been recently thrown upon the authenticity of that part of the 
modern history of the Jews which represents them as having been readmitted to 
this country by Oliver Cromwell, Mr. Israel Davis has, during the long vacation, 
with the concurrencs of the Elders of the Spanish and Portuguese Synayogue, made 
a search among their archives and rediscovered the account of a lease granted to 
Jews of a piece of land at Stepney in 1657 (1656 In the document itself according 


to the old practice of dating), which is identified by an early indorsement as. 


forming part of a burial ground. Mr, Davis has also discovered an entry in a book 
containing records of interments, of the burial of Isaac Brito in the buria! ground 
in Eilul 5617 Jewish era, /.¢., about the middle of the year a D. 1657.—In the article 
last week referring to this eubject, the quotation from the Lwaminer was, by an 
error of the press, made too long. It should have ended with the words 
“Godwin’s conclusions.” 


THE ANTI-SEMITIC MOVEMENT.—The distinguished Hungarian author, Moris 


Joka, in dealing with the so-called Semitic. movement, asks the question: What, 
really, is the charge brought against our Jewish countrymen ? The answer is this, 
that the non-Jewish population is daily becoming poorer, and the Jews on the.other 
hand, wealthier. 
or religion, but in the fact that the Jew allows his children a better education, that 
he cultivates their mental faculties and trains them up to prudence, temperance, 
economy and domesticity. Let us therefore not sneer at thore qualities by which the 
Israelite arrives at- wealth and honour, but rather let us endeavour to make these 
qualities our own.

But there are much broader, more comprehensive, and higher motives than 


this, and they are too widely known and appreciated to need re-capitulation. 
| The work of Education in the East has been taken in hand by the Alliance - 
—Tsractite and the Anglo-Jewish 


Association, and the question which now 
arises is whether it is not, possible for these Associations to mature the 
Education Scheme which they have already commenced? The Annual 


Reports contain ample evidence that the ground has been fairly surveyed, 


and that there is abundant work waiting to be done. There remains. only 
the matter of funds; and we are morally certain that they will not be 


not without evidences: of a growing conviction that unless education is 


extended, there can be no real, permanent amelioration of the political and 
social sonditton of our brethren in the East ;

aminimum, and it is only asked of them to grant pecuniary subventions— 


sufficiently large to cover annual deficits. That there will be any real diffi- 
culty in raising sufficient money from year to year to meet increased demands 
as fresh schools are established, we do not anticipate. The late President 
of the Alliance Isradlite had no such misgivings, and knowing how ardently 
he hoped that a day would soon arrive when Jewish schools in the East 
would be equal to the necessity of the Jewish population, we think that no 
greater testimony to our appreciation of his labours can be shown than by 
carrying out his educational plans. The education of the rising generation 
in Palestine and the East, would be a fitting “‘ Memorial” to M. Crimieox. 
An Education Memorial Fund associated with his name would not fail to 
win popular fayour among Western Jews, and so substantial a fund might 
by this means be raised that schools which are now looking in vain for 
substantial help could be subsidised, and many thousands of chi.dren receive 
the incalculable benefits of education. After the death of M, Cunmiecx, 
the Jewish communities in England and America joinelin the hope that some- 
thing would be done to commemorate his nane by improving the rising 
generation in Jerusalem and the other Jewish settlements in Palestine. The 


timely and judicious development of educational and industrial establish- 


ments was the only effrctive means suggested for carrying out that worthy 
sentiment, and the present is an opportune moment for reminding the Com- 
munity in both hemispheres that the “ Carmipux Memorial Fund” has not 
yet been raised, and that the cause of Education inthe Kast has not yet 
received that impetus which a cause so closely associated with his name 
ought to and would obtain if fairly placed before them. -

He was twice Mayor of Adelaide, a 
Justice of the Peace,and Chairman of the Destitute Board. AsGovernment Auctioneer, 
he held at Brisbane. in 1842. the first sale of township allotments. In 1852 he was 
electcd Alderman in the City Council of Adelaide, in 1558 he was returned to the 
House of Assembly for that city,and he was a member for several years of the 
Legislative ( ‘ouncil, Mr. Solomon held very strong opinion in favour of free trade, 
snd devoted much of his time to the improvement of legislation on sanitation and to 
the sdministration of such laws,and in all his various official positions he was 
unremitting in the conscientious discharge of his duties, The funeral was solemnized 
ou the 20th of August. amid general manifestations of respect. Among those who 
attended the funeral were numerous Christians, including Sir Henry Ayers, K.C.M.G.,, 
Sir John Morphett, ex-President of the Legisiative Council, Mr.W Townsend, Deputy 
Speaker of the Assembly, the Hon. I. Ning, Minister of Education, Mr. i.
